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Sir: 

This is in response to the Restriction Requirement dated October 4, 2005 for which a one-month 
period for response was given making this response due on or before November 4, 2005.

esXVI": Embodiment shown in Figs. 17A-18D; 

es XVII": Embodiment shown in Figs. 19A-19B; and 

es XVIII": Embodiment shown in Fig. 20.

The Examiner required election of one of the above-listed inventions and one of the above listed 
species to be responsive to the Office Action.
